case, be but few.aud simple ; and they had 
Treason, therefore, to expect that their labor 
would be performed speedily and with little 
difficulty. * But the petitioners, of Mr. 
Sinith their spokesman, either could or. 
would not apprehend tho partiopler points 
on which we repeatedly stated that we 
wished to be informed, and +detained us

Methodist Episcopal Chureh,and thata Commit- 


4 and all other papers upon this subject be re- 
ferred,” This resolution shows plainly thatthe 
delegates, Messrs. Wild @ Co., sought for a 
union with the American M. &. Church in pre- 
ference to the a union with other Methodists in 
Canada. 

On the question of Identity, whether they 
tho M. E, or the Wesleyans ure the church of 
1828, Dr. Havon (thelr stronzest advocate) said 
at the close of Roy’d Mr, Sanderson’s remarks, 
‘they (the M, E.) must give upthat polut, 
they aro not the original M. E. Church of 
Canada, they are only secedors from you,’” 


On the subject of Union with the American 
Church, Tho Committee appointed under Dr. 
Hayon’s resolution reported on the Inst day of 
Conference; ‘That o commission of nine per- 
sons be appolated to confer with any like com- 
mission from any Methodist body in: America 
in reapect to Union with the Methodist Epleco- 
pal Church, and submit the termato the next 
General Conference.’ So that Mr, Carman and 
his coufreres must walt another four years, and 
what then, will they be acknowledged os the 
orginal M, KE, Church of 1828? No, 


Again tn reply to the address. of the M, E, 
Church from Canada, the General Conference's 
reply states; ‘It were not perhaps too much 
to hope that ere another four years shall elapse 
the yarlous Mothodist brotherhoods of Ounada 
shall haye melted Into one, and that-we ju the 
United States shall have followed your glorious 
example, so that tho oneUnited Methodiem of 
tho United States shall receive but a single 
fraternal deputation from tho ono United 
Methodism of Cunado, Such o consummation 
Wore devoutly to be hoped and prayed for in 
behalf of the Church, both Nations, and a 
porishing world.’

Mr. Carman states 
question; what wore 
preachers they recalled to tho effootive 
work, regularly ordained mon who had 
rotirod; that ‘*they wero Joseph Gatetioll, 
Daniol Pickett, Dayid Oulp, John Rey- 
nolda, Elders, and J, EH. Muston and J. W 
Byam, Doacons.” So we have the names 
of four “ Widers,” and two “ Deacons" who 
Woro “recalled to tha affective work,” but

Who was it called thom ¥ and it waa those 
six who constituted a Conference, Annual 
and General, in 1835, And at that Con- 
ference Mr, Reynolds was ordained Bishop. 

I will take up the names in tho order as 
quoted by Mr, Cafman, Firat, Joseph 
Gatohill commonced his Ministerial labors 
at Niagara in 1810, ordained Doacon in 
1813, located 1818 to 1824, resumed 1825, 
auperannuated in 1881, Took hia supor- 
anpuated allowance in 1838 and 1884,there- 
by showing that he was a Wesloyan Sup- 
éraanuated Minister, or he could not have 
drawn money from that fund, Where then 
was bo always un Episcopal Methodist } 

Daniel Pickett, recelyed on trial in 1800, 
orduined Deacon in 1802; ordained Eider 
in 1804, travelled Augusta -Oircuit 1808, 
did not travel’ in the Connection. after- 
wards, haying located in 1809 and at the 
Conference held at Ernestown in 1818 he 
was expelled, and so far as I can discover 
ho was never restored by Conference, Dr. 
Lucky in bia letter already published, in 
which he atates “ The delegate (M. E.) re- 
lated auvoral circumstances of his (Pickett), 
having acted as a Local Preachor,déo. This 
Was bot questioned but they were told 
distinctly that it did not. touch the point 
of Lia being in orders, That could be set- 
tled only by the fdct that the Annual Con- 
ference nd, by action in the premises, res- 
tored him to his ministerial standing. They 
did not pretend to say it had ; and tered 
Ryerson aud Green, who were mombers of 
the Conference, said 1t had not. Now Mr, 
Pickett was expelled by the Conference of 
1818, or ho was not. Ho was afterwards 
restored by the Conference, or he waa not. 
Hither way the M.E. Delegates to the 
American General Conference had from 
1836 to 1844 Conference to show that he 
was not expolled; and if he was, thon that 
he had been restored; neither of which was 
done by them, And standing as an expell- 
ed Minister from 1818 ,jhow didho remain 
an Dpiscopal Methodist Minister of the 
M. E. Church of 18281 

David Culp communced his ministeriul 
labots under the Presiding Eider in 1813; 
Was received on trial, 1815; ordamed Dea- 
con, 4817; removed to Genesee Conference, 
1819-20; then to Young Street jn 1821! 
located in 1825; and disappears from the 
Minutes of Conference, 

John Reynolds—received on trial ijn 
1808 ; ordained Deacon, 1810; ordained 
Elder, 1812; and located, 1813; and after 
a time went into the mercantile business in 
Bollevillo, in which he remained until after 
he seceded from the Wesleyan Church in 
September, 1884. : 

John H. Huston—received on trial in| 
1827; ordained Deacon, 1880, In 1832 
hia name does not appear in the Conference 
Minutes for any atation, but appears under 
question 4 in the list of Deacons, In 1833, 
ordained Elder by Rey. George Marsden, 
first President of the Wesleyan Conferency 
after the Union. Mr. Huston haying 
received his ordination ns Elder took no 
station that yer, bub located. Having 
received his ordination at the Wesleyan 
Conterenco of 1833 from an English ap- 
pointed President, how could he have 
always remained an Episcopal? Mr. 
Carman ignorea Mr. Huston’s ordination 
in 1838 to the office of Elder when-he puts 
him down as one of his two “* Deacons,” 
Mr, Huston alao received from the Contin« 
gent Expense Fund in 1888 the sum of 
£21 45, 4d, ‘ 

J, W. Byam—receiyed on trialin 1817, 
removed to the States in 1818. Not or- 
dained in Oauada, and no account of any 
further connection with Canada Method - 
{sm in connection with the itinerant work, 

I find in reference to Mr. Carman’s six 
names. First, Joseph Gatchell remained 
as a superanuated preacher, {n connection 
with the Wesleyan Conference afier the 
Union in 1838 until after he received his 
quota of the Superannuated Ministers’ fand in 

884, and then seceded from the Conference. 
Second, Daniel Pickett, who was expelled 
from the Conference in 1818, and who has 
not been shown to have been restored to 
his standing in the Conference, Third, 
David Oulp, who located in 1825, and dis- 
appears altogether froin the Conference 
munutes. Fourth, John Reynolds, who 
located in{1818 and thereafter fallowed the 
merchantile and other business, thereby 
having no further connection with the 
Conference, Fifth, John H, Huston who 
travelled five years, Who was ordained 
Elder by President Marsden in 1683, and 
then retired from the itenerant work, being 
by ordination a Wesleyan Minister at the. 
time. Sixth, J. W. Byam, who trayelled 
in Oanada only one year on trial, and then 
removed to the States. These six and 
some locals formed the M. E,’ Annual 
Conferenee in 1835, 

Attbe firat Annual Conterence of the 
Methodist Episcopala, in 1835, it appears 
Mr, Gatchell called to his aid, ordained 
Local Preachers, Reynolds, Culp, Pickett 
and Huston, of these'a general Conference 
was formed, excepting Huston who does 
not appear to have officiated at that Con~ 
ference, and of this number Mr. Reynolds 
was chosen and “ ordained Bishop,” Gatch- 
ell, Culp and Pickett, being the three or- 
daining Elders, andro was constituted the 
qreat faree of Annual and General Oon- 
ference. I notice in Mr, Webater’s pam- 
phlet that he includes the name of Huston 
as one of tho Genoral Conference, More in 
my next. ‘

Bridge Company, 4 Titov of the University 
ot Trinity College, Tormto, a Director of 
the British America Assurmnce Company 
and of the Canadian Bank of Commerce, be 
was Lieutenant Colone! commanding the 
Jat Battalion of Welland Militia, He held 
at different times the .ffices of President 
ot the Agricultural A.soviation of Upper 
Canada, and President of the Gore Bank, 


and was also a Director of the 
late Bank of Upper ‘Canada, 
it for the County of Welland in the 


Canadian Assembly frou. the general elec- 
tion in 1851 until 1854, when he was de- 
feated, sod again from 1861 until the 
union. He was returned to the House of 
Commons by acclamation in 1867,” and at 
the last general election was again returned 
over « Mr, Hill, an invoterate Grit, by 
8 large majority of nearly 600.

He spoke of the 
great necessity of unity of action us well as 
of sentiment in opposing the great evil— 
exprosded his warmest regards for all tem~ 
perance organisations, his extreme pleasure 
in being connected with many of them, 
and his fixed determination to assist al! so 
far as lay in his power, He made a fow 
remarks relative to the Temple of Honor 
avd its peculiar claims for support, express. 
ing many encouraging facta relative to the 
spread of temperaace sentiments in Nova 
Scotia, aud the prospects of further favor- 
able vhanges in legislation speedily. 

Bro, J, L, Parsons, B. A., Halifax, was 
next introduced. He expressed his pleas- 
ure in meeting so many pledged opponents 
to the curse of intemperance, on which 
account, though far from home, he felt 
very much at home, He made a few re- 
marks regarding the distidctions between 
temperance organizations, aptly comparing

He also gave an idea of the present 
power in the hands of the ratepapers of 
Nova Scotia to control the purchase and 
salo of intoxicating liquors; ulso the un 
enviable position held by tho ‘rummies 7 
of Maino ; and after the usual congratula 
tory remarks resumed his seat, 

Sister Addie C, Flewelling was noxt 
introduced, . Aa her speech was a veat one, 
4 short one, and a sweet one, we give it in 
full:—*I am very happy indeed to meet 
you in Ontario, and would bo very glad to 
welcome any of the members to our lodge.”

Rathbun & Son's splendid steam saw mill 
at Mill Point—one of the moat exten- 
sive in this part of Canada—was totally 
destroyed by fire on the night of the 4th 
inat, Tho following particulars, received by 
telegraph, aro all that have as yet been re- 
ceived concerning the conflagration: 
MILL Port, Sept. 5, 


A fire broke out in Rathbun and Sop's |. 


mill here last night about ten o'clock, 
totally destroying the mill and contents, 

The fire originated in the vicinity of the 
fire holo, and spread with such rapidity that 
the whole mill was one sheet of flame in the 
short space of five minutes, 

A heavy westerly wind which was blowing 
at the time endangered the wholo village. 

The private houses, lumber and bikrne to 
the vicinity were saved with the greatent 
difficulty, each catching fire many time 
during the confusion, 

‘The determined efforts of the oltizens con- 
fined the firoto the mill, which was partially 
covered by jnsurance, 

The mill was put np several years ago wt 
‘a cost, we are informed, of $52,000. Since 
its erection, however, a vast amount of ndw 
and improved machinery liaa been added, 
and additions haye also been made tothe 
huildings—the capacity of tho ‘mill bps 
been doubled, in fnot, since its orection, 
and only last winter new boilers, from the 
establishment of Messrs, G, & J, Brown, of 
this town, were put in. The cutting capa~ 
city of the mill was about 16,000,600 toct 
per seasdn, and some 100 men and boys 
were constantly employed during the 6saw- 
ing season, 

Following #0 closely upon. the burning 
of the large quantity of lumbor which was 
destroyed by firo last Saturday, the loss of 
their yaluable mill and the consequent do- 
rangoment of their business must adminia- 
tera heayy blow to the pecuniary ro- 
sources of the firm, Wo are assured, 
however, that Messrs, Rathbun will be able 
to stand cyen this heayy loss, and that 
they will, with that enterprise which has 
characterized them in the past, employ 
their Belleville mill in sawing day and 
night to keep up as far aa possible with the 
demand upon their manufacturing resources 
and set to work to rebuild on the site ofthe 
burnt mill, ro soon as their insurance is 
adjusted. We trust to be able to report 
thei in possession of anew mill at Mill 
Point next season, ready to begin sawing 
with the opening of navigation, } 

The ruddy glare of the conflagration 
was plainly visible in Belleville Inst night, 
the cause of which was made known On the 
arrival of the Rochester about midnight.

Finst Trip,—Messrs. Rathbun & Son's 
spiendid new barge, the Zobdias Butler, lett 
this morning,in tow of the same firm’s tug 
the Jessie Abbey, tor Oswego, on her ‘first 
trip, ‘Tho Butler only took & part cargo 
here, intending to complete loading at 
Mill Point. Her capacity is upwarda'‘of 
500,000 feet sawn lumber, She will trado 
between Belleville, Mill Point and Oswego.

‘The address, which was highly 
laudatory of the course of the Government 
during the pust five yoars, was fittingly ro- 
phd to by Sir John, who stated that he 
should endeavor to secure for the working- 
men of Canada the samo position, freedom 
of action and powers as are enjoyed by, or 
may hereafter bo conferred on, their tellow 
artizang in Boyland.
